There was a certain Nobleman, whoſe ſon 
was ſick. 


22H E Holy Church, in this 
E Days Goſpel, invites us all 
to the Bed-ſfide of a Rich, 
Noble, Young, but Dy- 
S428 ing Prince, who lies groan- 
ing at Deaths-door, and notwithſtand- 

ing 
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ing his Plenty of other things, 1s be- 
come a Beggar for a little Breath, 
which- all the Power of the World is 
not able to afford him. I wiſh, that 
the Follbwers of Senſuality, who make 
Pleaſure their God, live as if they were 
never to die, imagine Time to ſtand, 
and laugh at Diſcourſes of another 
World , as Fables 'only for the Enter- 
tainment and Paftime of this: I wiſh 
(I fay) they would turn their Thoughts 
hither a little while, and behold the 
diſmal Theatre, whereon every one of 
them muſt one day infallibly a& the 
fame Part, which now this. Noble 
Youth repreſents before them ; trem- 
bling betwixt two. great Etermities, of 
Happineſs above, and Miſery below, 
and uncertain which of the two is to. 
be their Lot.. Now, tho' we go no- 
furcher, certainly the Pangs of a dying 
Prince, and Death trumphing over 
Wealth, Nobility, and Youth, is an 
Emblem, clear enough, of the Vanity 
and Uncertainty of Worldly Happt-

neſs, and might well deſerve to be the 
Subject of our preſent Conſideration. 
Bur becauſe I hear the Great St. Au- 
guſtin ( ſpeaking of our Saviour's reſto- 
ring the Widows Son to Life ) adviſe 
- us, That it was our LORD's Intention, 
_ that, by what he acted vilibly towards 
the Body, we ſhould underſtand his n- 
viſible Operations on the Soul, apply- 
ing all his exteriour and Corporal Per- 
formances, to an interiour and Spiritu- 
al Senſe : Dominus noſter FESUS C HRI- 
STUS -ea, qua faciebat corporaliter, ſpi- 
ritualiter volebat intelligi, It ſhall there- 
fore be my preſent Endeavour, Firſt, 
by he Sickneſs of this Youth, to lay 
before your Eyes the ' Sickneſs of a 
Soul in Sm; and, Secondly, from the 
Circumſtances of his Cure, we'l gather 
the Means for the Curing of our. Souls. 
But becauſe I am too conſcious of 
my own Weakneſs, to hope for any 
Fruit from my Words, unlefs the Ho- 
ly -Ghoſt vouchſafe 'to put them in my 
Mouth, and ſpeak them again to the

Hearts of my Hearers, I muſt haye 
recourſe. to: the- Blefſed Virgin, whoſe: 
powerful Intercefſion 1s an Aquaduct 
or Channel ( as the devout St.. Ber- 
zard aſſures us) through. which. Ce- 
leftial - Gifts. are. conyeyed unto us.. 
Wherefore let - us humbly mvoke the. 
ſame, faluting her with. * Angel, Ave 
Maria, Qc..

ſible Sickneſs of the Body ra difco-- 
ver the inviſible Sickneſs of the; Soul, 
let us enter a little mto the Chamber- 
of this Dying Prince., which probably. 
you 'will find adorn'd with the richeſt 
Tapeſtry, beautify'd. with choice Cabi-- 
nets, and ſet out with. other Moveables. 
of the highcſt Price : The Curtains, 
Vallence, and Canopy. of the Bed, all 
proportionable to. the Nobility and. 
Grearneb of their Maſter ; but approach. 
a lictk towards that. ſtately Bed, draw 
open 


' bs being: then- my intent by- the vi-

© open [thoſe Royal Curtains, and fee 
what hes within : A gaſping Life, an 
half-living Death, a breathing Carcaſs ! 
His finking Eyes already ſeek their 
Grave: his pale and wan Countenance 
puts us in mind of his Winding-ſheet : 
the feeble and unactive Condition of 
his Body declares, that he is Death's 
Cloſe Priſoner : the Panting of hs 
Heart 1s a fad warning, that the fatal 
Stroke is ready to be given, which muſt 
break aſunder the Gordian Tye . be- 
twixt Soul and Body. And is this He, 

on whom ſo much Gallantry do's at- 
| tend? -Is it to him, thoſe Hangings, 
Cabinets, and Embroider'd Curtains - 
belong ? This certainly is the Fable in- 
| — and not a Pearl on a Dungthul, 
| but a Dunghll in the nudf of Pearls. 


Theſe were the viſible Effects and 
Conſequences of this Prince's Corporal 
Sickneſs: Let us now try, how far they 
will lead us towards .the Diſcovery of 

the inviſible _ of a Spiritual _ 
eaſe.

eaſe. If you view the Chamber or 
Bed, wherein a dying Soul lies gaſp- 
ing, what for the moſt part more glo- 
' rious ? It 1s one perhaps of theſe 
trimm'd-up Beauties of the World, 
which ſeem to out-ſhine the Suns 
brighteſt Beams. Gold, Silver, Pearls, 
and whatſoeyer the blind World calls 
Precious, is all too little to ſet them 
out. But turn hither the Eyes of your 
Underſtanding, draw open thoſe gay 


Curtains by a ſerious Conſideration, | 
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and look on that Soul, which les. with- | 


in them. O0*quale Monſtirum! What 4 


Monſter! Had we” Eycs 'of Angels, it | 


would appear far.more hideous to us, 
than- the expiring Carcaſs, which we 
juſt now beheld. The Poyſon of his 
Diſeaſe had dry'd and wither d up his 
Body, conſum'd all his Spirits, and the 
Soul being now ready to depart, all-the 
Train of Beatiteous / Features had al- 
ready taken their leave: But the Poy- 
fon of Sin 1s yet far ratiker, and 1ts 
Effects upon a poor 1nfected Soul far

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more deplorable. It conſumes to no- 
ting all her Subſtance, all the Stock of 
Grace whereby ſhe flouriſht. The Sun 
of Juſtice, her only Life, is. ready to 
withdraw his Divine Rays, and conſc- 
quently all the Flowers of Vertue muſt 
needs dry up and. wither ; fo that ſhe, 
who before had Beauty enough to ena- 
mour the yery Fountain of Beauty, 1s 
now become the Source of a Poylſon, 
rank enough to infect the whole World. 
$he- is a meer Sink of Loathſomneſs 
and Corruption. . What is ſhe elſe, but 
a putrifying Carcaſs, feeding the 
Worms of a.bad Conſcience, and en- 
gendring innumerable venemous In- 
ſets, I mean, the curſed Brood of yv+- 
cious Habits ? She breaths forth ſuch a 
Stench, that were our Carporecal Senſes 
capable of being wrought on by Spi- 
ritual Objeas, it would not be poſli- 
ble for us, to live within the Sphere of 
its Activity. For the.truth of all this, 
I appeal to thoſe Saints, . to whom Al- 


nughty God has given a more pecu- 
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| Har Light, for the diſcovering the Hor- 


rour and Uglineſs of Sin. St. Chryſe- 
flom calls Sin the only Evil, afſerting, 
That. we ought to abhor nothing but Sin, 
720 not even Hell it ſelf. And the Rea- 
fon hereof will appear clearly , if we 
conſider the Nature of an Humane 
Soul. She 'is created to the perfect 
Image of her Creator, and participates 
in an high Degree of his Divine Ef- 
ſence, Divine Particula Aure :* Hence 
the has in her a. ſtrong and forcible 
—_ of being united to her God, 
and confequently cannot be at reſt, 
whilſt ſhe 1s ſeparated from him ; but 
in this Night of Sin, the Fog, ariſing 
from a corrupted Will, do fo obſcure 
the Underſtanding, that, tho* the Soul 
PRronn an unquiet Appetite within 
ſelf of ſome great Good, yet what 
that Good is, or where to find it, ſhe 
knows not, and falls on that which 
comes. next, Senſual Pleaſures , Riches, 
Honours , miſtaking the Rivulets for 
the Fountains, but ftill ends _ 4 
i eſt 
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(5) 
Reſtlefneſs and Diſlatisfaftion. So So- 
lomon , after he had glutted himſelf 
with all the Pleaſures fo great a Know- 
ledge could invent, and fo great a 
Power could procure, Qzicquid defide- 
raverunt oculi mei, non negavi eis, quin 
omni woluptate fruerentur ; he experi- 
enc'd in all Vanitatem, a certain Empti- 
tines, Aflifionem ſpiritus, an AﬀMicti- 
on of Mind ; becauſe Nothing 1s good, 
or according to the innate- Appetite 
of the Soul, bat GOD, on the other 
ſide, nothing 4s 1}, or contrary to 
this innate Appetite, but Sin. And 
hence it -was, that thoſe Pauls, Antho- 
nes, Hilaries, who liv'd on raw Herbs, 
hy on the hard Ground , ſpent their 
Days in. Prayer and Mortification, and 
were deprivd of all the Delights - of 
Senſe, never complain'd of Miſery, be- 
cauſe having God, and being united 
to lim, they ſeeni'd to: want nothing; 
whereas Solomon, tho'” abounding with: 
Riches, being without God, ſeem'd ta 
have nothing. So true 1t 1s, that there: 
1 
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is nothing ſatisfactory to the Rational 
Soul, but God; and nothing hurtful 
or grievous to it, but Sin. The: Holy 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, St. Anſelm, pro- 
teſts, That he would rather leap into the 
eternal Flames of Hell purus a peccato, 
free from Sin , than peccati labe; pollu- 
tus celorum regna tenere, defil'd with 
Sin to poſſeſs Heaven. St." Auguſtine 
has many things to the ſame purpoſe; 
but none- more emphatically deſcribes 
this Plague than St. Perer Chryſologus. *Tis 
the nature of Sin, ſays he, to breathe 


forth a:certain venemous Vapour in the 


Soul; which' ſo dims the two Lights of | 
Faith aud Reaſon, that it leaves her 
wholly in Darkneſs : So that being led | 
by Paſſion , ſhe throws her ſelf from one | 
Precapice to gnother , till. ſhe comes at 
length to; the very Brink, of Hell, and 
yet ſees not all this while, whither ſhe 
has faln, or how near ſhe is to her eter- 
nal  Ruine., Beſides this, her Fever af 
flils her with an inſatiable Thirſt of 
all thoſe things which increaſe her Dif- 
<., eaſe ; 
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(11) 
eafe ; and, on the contrary fide , Fonti- 
busdulcifſimis amara falſedo;\, it fo 
ſpoils and witiates her Taſte, that thoſe 
Fountains of Graces and Spiritual Com 
forts, the Sacraments, Sermons, Spiritu- 
al Books, and the like, which ro' a Soul 
in Health-are moſt ſavory and delicions, 
to her are as bitter as Gall. To this 
purpoſe St. Chryſo/ogus. By which ſut- 
ficiently appears the deplorable Con- 
dition of a Soul in Sin, had 'we a 
Senſe or Underſtanding capable of con- 
cciving it. But as the Sickneſs of the 
Body 1s never the' leſs dangerous, be- 
cauſe the Patient perceives riot the Ma- 
lignity of his Diſeaſe : So the Condi- 
tion of a Sick Soul 1s never the lefs 
miſerable, becauſe in this Lethargy-of 
Fleſh and Blood , ſhe diſcerns not her 
own Mifery. And now, if . nothin 
elſe will ſerve the turn, let at lea 
the- Danger of an Everlaftg- Death 
move us to Jook after a 'Cure, (and 
that as catneſtly and efficacioully, as 
the thing deſerves. When a wiſe and 
kt | Skilful 
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Skilful Phyſician tells. his Patiene, that 
he is in Danger of Death, it makes 
him preſently ſeck a -Remedy , attend 
to the Phyſician's Preſcriptions , and 
put all diligently in execution, But 
what .is- the Death of the Body, com- 
pard with the Death. of the - Soul ? 
That is only Temporal ; "This, Eternal : 
That implies a Separation of the Bo- 


. dy froma Rational Soul; This, the 


Separation of the Soul from the Foun- 
tain of all Happineſs, Almighty God : 
That leaves the Body, bereay'd indeed 
of Senſe, yet without Pain ; This bu- 
ries the Soul in Hell, there to ſuffer 
and for eyer, ſuch Torments, that all 
the Pains and Torments of this Life 
are nothing to them. When I ſome- 
times conſider with my ſelf, that it 
may be, it is not impoſſible, that I 
ſhould one day groan under the hea- 
vy. Burden of Eternal Damnation, tho' 
I ge no. farther, reflecting only on a 
meer Poſhbility of ſo great a Miſery, 
it makes my whole Body tremble: ad 
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Hair ſtands an end, my Heart pants, 
and my Bones are almoſt disjointed 
with Fear. But foraſmuch as concerns 
2 Probability thereof, and fuch a Pro- 
bability coo, that the contrary 1s inpro- 
bable, who 1s -there that-is not dead 
alrcady., or quite void of Senfe, who 
can live with ſuch a "Thought, under 
ſuch an Apprehenſfion ? And yet cer- 
tain it 15, that thoſe who follow their 
ſenſual Inclinations, 'and ſearce 'ever 
ſeriouſly think of theif Souls; are in a 
Probability , arid- in a very great Pro- 


babilicy of | being darn'd. / Damn'd ! 


Oh: what a Deluge of Mifſcry' 1s incha- 
ded- in that little word, Damn'd | Let 
theſe Conſiderations, Beloved Chriſti- 
ans, fink- into our- Souls ;_ Let a juſt 
Horrour of Sin ſeiſe upon our Hearts : 
And ſo diſpos'd , let us paſs to the 
Second Part, and learn to cure: our 
Souls, by. weighing -the Circumſtances, 
and conſidering 'the Particulars of this 
young Prince's: raitaculgus'' Care, - 
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\ The Father of our Sick Youth no 
ſooner hcard of our Saviour's coming 
that way, but he preſently went unto 


him. The firſt thing then, we are to 


do, is to haye recourſe to the Phyſt- 
Ccian. Abiit ad eum, ſays the Text, He 
departed unto him ; the word Abiit 
here ſignifying not only a Going ?o, 
but a Going from. Many are willin 
enough to go to the Heavenly Phy{1- 
cian, on condition that they may not 
0 from the World. They will (I 
ſay ) go to, him, but not follow his |; 
Advice, in parting with their Riches, 
Honour, Pleaſure, the Source and Ori- 
gine of their peccant Humour , and 
conſequently the Cauſe of their Di- 
ſtemper. | 


The ſecond thing, is- to Preſent him 
with our Petitions : Et rogabat eum : 


| And be ask'd him. Some come to him, 


but , like the proud Pharifee, ask him 
nothung, juſtifying themſelves, and ſcorn- 
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(15) 
ing to acknowledge their Wants , or 
any necd they have of a Phyſician. 
Quid rogaverit Deum, queere in verbis 
ejus, © nibil invenies : Examine a little 
(ſays St. Auguſtine) the Phariſee's words, 
and ſee what he askd of God, and you 
fall find, that he ask&d nothing. This 
1s not the way : But, on the contrary, 
we muſt with Hunulity own our Mi- 
ſery and Sickneſs, if eyer we expect 
a Cure. We muſt rogare, beg with 
an humble Confidence, ut deſcendat, 
that he will come down to us; at 
leaſt, that he will be pleas'd to caſt 
down an Eye of Mercy upon our ſad 
and helpleſs Condition; and then we 
ought not to doubt of a Remedy 
from that Hand, whuch 1s ſo far from 
repelling us when we ask, that its Om- 
nipotent Bounty 1s always beckning to 
us, and encouraging us to ask.

The third thing which we ought to | 
do, is of yery great moment, and that, | 
tor want whereof, many have been eter- 
C 2 nally 
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nally loſt; and it is, not only to Go, 


nox ;only to Ask, but to do Both in 


time. Tis .a dangerous thing to ' de- 
lay the Cure of QUr Souls. Alas ! how 
many are there who at this inſtant fruit- 
leſly deplore in. eternal Torments, that 
eyer they put off ſo important a Con- 
cern ?. We -muſt -then m this imitate 
the Father of our Sick Youth, who 
was careful in the beginning. Incipie- 


pt peart's His Son began to die ; and 


& was: follicitous that our Saviour 
might come, before he had quite gi- 
ven up the Ghoſt. Deſcende, priſquim 
moriatur Filigs menus: Come down (lays 
he) before my Son dies, I am not ig- 
norant, that divers Interpreters, and 
ſome . Holy Fathers, alſo, accuſe theſe 
Words of want of Faith, as if an Om- 
nipotence could - not. as eaſily have re- 
ſtord him Dead to Life, as Sick to 
Health ; yet they muſt all grant, that *tis 
an excellent Prayer for 4 dying Soul, Do- 
mine, deſcende,- priuſquam-moriatur Anima 
mea.; Lord, woucbſafe to come, before my 
Soul dies. Conſider 
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C27) 
| Conſider all the Cures, which our 


Saviour wrought ; and you will ll 
find the appearance of moſt Difficulty, 
where the Diſeaſe had made the great- 
eſt Progrefs. Lazarus was dead, and 
now. four days, in his Grave, and how 
much 1s to- be done to raiſe him? 
Firſt, Our Saviour muſt come 1n  Per- 
fon, tho' his Diſciples diſſuade. him 
from expoſing kimfclf to ſo much-dan- 
ger. The Jews, ſaid they, did but juſt 
now endeavour to ſtone thee, and wilt 
thou again venture thy ſelf amongſt them? 
He gocs- notwithſtanding this, and be- 
ing come to the Monument, Firſt com- 
mands the Grave-ſtone to be remov'd,. 
Then he afth&ts hinaſelf, turbavit ſemer- 
ipſum , and even weeps, /acrimatus eſt 
FESUS : Then he prays to his Eter- 
nal Father; and at laſt voce magna cla- 
mavit, he cries out with a loud yoice, 
Lazare,- veni foras; Lazarus, come farth. 
What was all this for > Would not a. 
Lazarus vivit, Lazarus lives, have done: 


the. 
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' the Buſineſs, tho' our Bleſſed Saviour 
had been as far diſtant from Lazarus, | 
as he was now from our Sick Prince? 


It were a Blaſphemy to affirm the con- 
trary. But Lazarus, Dear Chriſtians, 
was the Type of an inveterate and 
hardned Sinner ; and our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour on this- occaſion was not ſo care- 
ful to let -us ſee the Uncontrollable- 
neſs of his Omnipotence, as he was to 
ſhew us, how much it goes to his 
Heart, that a Sinner ſhould delay his 


"Converſion, till he becomes buried in 


ill Habits, and is kept under Ground 
by the weighty Grave-ſtone of his 
own Obſtinacy ; and withal, how dif- 
ficult it 1s, «that ſuch an one ſhould be 
again reſtor'd to the Life of Grace. 


The Widows Son was not yet bu- 
ryd, but only carry'd out to Burial : 
Efferebatur filius unicus Matris - ſug. 
And conſequently our Saviour raiſes 
him with a far leſs appearance of dif- 
ficulty : He comes, but neither afflicts 
himſelf, 
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(19) 
himſelf, nor weeps ; he only touches the 
Bier, and commands the dead Youth 
to riſe; Adoleſcens, tibi dico, Surge : 
and his Commands were preſently 
obey'd; for the dead Youth aroſe, Re- 
ſedit, qui erat mortuus. | 


The Daughter of the Prince: of the 
Synagogue was but newly dead, nei-- 
ther ; wa] nor carry d out to Buri- 
al. Our Saviour comes, and without 
ſpeaking to her, took her by the Hand, 
and raisd her; Tenuit manum ejus, & 
farrexit Puella. 


But our young Prince was not ſo 
much as dead, but only incipiebat mo- 
ri, he began to die, and ſo deſery'd: 
the cafieſt Cure of all ; for our Sayi- 
our neither comes in Perſon, nor com- 
mands his Diſeaſe ; but. only tells. his 
Father, Filius tuus wivit, Thy. Son is 
wel, and at that very :hour reliquit eum 
Febris, his Fever left him, . By all which 
our Saviour would teach us, how wil 


ling 
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ling he is to hear a Sinners Petition, 
when 1t 1s preſented to him in time; 
and how — he hearkens to 
thoſe, who pur off all to the laſt Point: | 
Daily Experience teaches us this Leſ-. | 
ſon, there ſcarce being a Country which. 
do's not afford us moſt terrible H#- 
ſtories of thoſe, who, delaying from 
' timie to time the Amendment of their 
Lives, have felt the heavy Hand' of 
God's Judgment, being taken at una- 
warcs out of this Life, and in a mo- 
ment they leaſt ſuſpe&ted, (wallow'd up, 
and hury'd in Hell : Momento deſcen-. 
dunt in Infernum. 


It is true, we have a good God, 

a merciful God, a- patient God, who 
expects day after day the Converſion 
of a_ Sinner ; but we muſt know, that 
A certain Period 1s pitch'd upon, and 
decreed from. all Eternity, that will 
wholly ſtop the ' Current of -- Mercy; 
and open a way. to Juſtice :*- for tho: 
as long as any Sinner hyes -n = 
'"* JoiC 
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Life with the uſe of Reaſon, Almigh- 
ty God neyer denies him his ſuffici- 


| ent Grace; yet after ſuch a determi- 
] nate Period, he either takes him out - 
i of this Life, or permits him to fall 
. | into ſuch Blindneſs and Hardneſs of 
| Heart, that he never will recover, 
! tho' he always may: Sic enim ( fays 
" St. Auguſtine ) excecat, fic obdurat De- 
| 25, p" «An , GO non adjuvando, quod 
| occulto judicio facere poteſt, iniquo non 
| poteſt : God do's ſo blind and ſo harden 
| a Sinner, by forſaking him, and with- 
. | drawing his Help from him, as that his 
| Fudgment indeed is ſecret and hidden, 
| but never unjuſt. For, Hoc eorum w0- 
| Iuntatem meruiſſe Reſpondeo : I anſwer 
| ( fays the ſame Saint) ro zhoſe' who 
| complain hereof , Thatthis is what they 
| themſelves ( viz. by their own perverſe 
| Will ) have deſervd. . Poor Samuel, 
| with Eyes and Heart lifted up to 
| Heaven, pray'd for Saul ; but it was 
| too late: Why do you ask me for him, 
| (ays Alnughty _ ) when abjeci eum, 


I bave 
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T ' have caſt him off * Remember the 
two firſt Chapters of the Prophet 4- 
mos, Where our Lord ſpeaks thus to 
ſeven different Countries, viz. Damaſ- 
cus, Gaza, Tyre, Edom, Ammon, Moab, 
and at laſt even to his Ele&t Peo- 
ple Fuda and Iſrael: Super tribus 
Sceleribus ; for three heinous Crimes, 
Patience : but ſuper quatuor non con- 
vertam, to the fourth no Mercy. Who 


knows, but this very Moment may 


be the laſt Period and Admomnition, 
the laſt Grace which Almighty God 
hath decreed for ſome one or more 
of us here preſent, in fuch manner, 
that, if it be neglected, we ſhall pe- 
riſh irrecoverably for all Eternity > 
Super quatuor non- convertam. No, the 
Period 1s come, Miftam ignem, and no- 
thing now remains, excepting only the 
dreadful Torments of an unquencha- 
ble Fire. 


O let us then, cvery one bf us, en- 
ter unto our own Souls, and make an 
| Exact 
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exact Scrutiny into their preſent State 


and Condition. Let us examine whe- 


ther Terrene and Senſual Pleaſures 
have not caſt them into the Peſtilenc 
Feyer of a violent Paſſion, ſo that in- 
cipiunt mori, they begin to die, ro die 
(I fay) to God and Heaven. If fo, 
let us forthwith have recourſe to the 
Phyſician ; Abeamus ad eum; let us 
zo from all other Entertainments and 
Concerns .unto him : Rogemrs, let us 
throw our ſelves at the Sacred Feet of 
our Crucified Lord , acknowledge our 
Miſery, and beg his Aſſiſtance : Dom- 
ne, deſcende , priuſquam moriatur Anima 
mea; 0 Lord, wouchſafe to come down 
to me, before my Soul be dead. O my 
Lord, my God, who didſt efteem Sin 
to be ſo great an Evil, that thou 
thought it worth thy Labour to come 
down from Heaven to Earth, to ago- 
nize and die upon a Croſs, that thou 
mightſ free us from it; For what d:dfſt 
thou open Five Divine Fountains of 
thy Sacred Blood, ſave only to cleanſe

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us from ſo foul a Stain * Ah! fhew 
us now, that on eft abbreviata Manus 


Domini, that thy Mercy hath as great |
